The decision, so long as it stands, must be accepted 
as a correct declaration of the law of England, and 
we do not propose now to discuss it. In the intro- 
ductory note to the opinion, it is said, however, that 
“English authors, whilst residing in America, are 
protected by American copyright law.” Noauthority 
js given for this statement except a reference to our 
statutes, and it is very true that our present Act of 
1831, as well as the original Act of 1790, applied in 
terms not only to citizens of the United States, but 
to those who are resident therein. The nature of 
the residence contemplated by the law is a matter 
of doubt, and we are not aware that the requisite 
residence has ever been judicially defined. We 
should hesitate long before expressing the opinion 
that it applied to temporary and transient sojourn- 
ers. Weregard the question as an open one in this 
country. Mr. Curtis, in his “Treatise on Copyright,” 
refers to no adjudication on the point. A case, how- 
ever, arose in 1839 before Judge Betts, in the United 
States Circuit Court at New York, which it may be 
important to revive. An application was made to 
him for an injunction to restrain Mr. Collier from 
selling a cheap edition of Captain Marryat’s novel, 
the “ Phantom Ship,” on the ground that the copy- 
right had been purchased from the author by Carey 
& Hart. It was contended, in favor of the applica- 
tion, that Captain Marryat was, at the time of the 
sale of the copyright, a resident of the State of Penn- 
sylvania, and, therefore, had a right, under the law 
of 1831, to dispose of his works in the same manner 
as an American citizen. Against the application it 
was urged that he was not a resident of the coun- 
try, and, therefore, not entitled to avail himself of 
the provisions of the law. It was stated that he 
came to this country in the spring of 1837, and 
travelled over a considerable part of the country. 
He visited Philadelphia during his stay, and while 
there filed a declaration of his intention to become 
a citizen of the United States. It appeared that 
during the whole of the time he was in this country 
he not only considered himself a British subject, 
but was an oflicer in the British Navy, and that 
during the trouble in Canada in 1838 he offered his 
services to be employed as an officer in the Provin- 
cial Army. Judge Betts is reported as having said 
that the only question for the court to decide was 
whether Captain Marryat was a resident of this 
country. The term resident had been decided to 
mean a permanent inhabitant of the State. It was 
evident that a man who was a mere transient visit- 
ant, whose family, business, intentions, and rela- 
tions were all abroad, could not be considered a 
resident, and the filing of a declaration of intention 
to become a citizen could not make him one. The 
court, therefore, decided against the application.

Don Quixote fascinated playwrights almost as soon 
as it was published. The first dramatic version of it 
was brought out at the Hotel de Bourgogne. There 
have been in France alone nineteen or twenty since 
then. It has been put on the stage in every form 
—Don Quixote and Sancho Panza have even ca- 
pered and danced pas d’ensemble in ballets! None 
of these pieces enjoyed even the day-fly life of 
success on the stage. The public wanted “the 
rest.”” The longest play and the most varied ballet 
seemed but instalments on account. The insupe- 
rable obstacle this exacting spirit of the public pre- 
sented in dramatic versions of this sort was never 
more apparent than in this piece. Despite all the 
attempts to abridge it, the first general rehearsal 
lasted till 3 o’clock A.M. The scissors were freely 
used, and the length of the play was reduced an 
hour. Now, as the police regulations require all 
theatres to be closed by twelve o’clock, and as we 
are too careful of our health to be out of bed long 
after that hour, it became necessary to use the 
scissors again and again. When the curtain rose, 
the play was no more like the play which M. 
Sardou had presented than a camel which had 
been forced through the eye of a needle would be 
like a camel in a caravan. A dramatic version of 
any work is rarely anything but a story told by 
an idiot—every thread broken and dishevelled. 
Despite this miscarriage of his last adventure, 
M. Victorien Sardou is one of the most interest- 
ing figures among the rising theatrical writers here. 
He is a very young man. He was educated for 
medicine, and I believe obtained a diploma. But 
before he found a practice, the demon of the thea- 
tre seized him. He wrote a play which was damned 
with great gusto by the pit of the Odeon Theatre. 
He then plunged into study and meditation, and 
for several years gave the world no sign of life. 
After he had mastered the delicate secrets of play- 
writing, and had learned the nice art of building a 
piece upon a needle’s point (such is dramatic art) 
he appeared with a play at Dejazet’s little theatre. 
The public recognized at once the lambent flame 
upon his brow, and acclaimed him Scribe’s suc- 
cessor. His fortane was made. In these great 
cities the successful rarely know the change be- 
tween poverty and affluence.

Few French writers lead a more studious 
life than M. Sardou. He lives among his books.

He arranges his 
plots in his mind before he touches pen, ink, and 
paper; and he ruminates slowly as he walks, as 
he dresses, as he rides; but the moment the plot 
is mentally laid to his satisfaction his pen flies 
over the paper. He is a firm believer in table- 
rapping and spirit-raising. 

Now that I have carried you to the quiet home 
of the successful man of letters, come with me to 
the death-bed of the unsuccessful man of letters. 
It is in a hospital. The poor fellow’s name was 
Antonio Watripon. He had attempted to win him- 
self reputation and independence of fortune by 
writing novels, plays, poetry, and articles in news- 
papers ; but I am afraid he failed to season his 
efforts with a sufficient quantity of labor. He 
never rose to distinction. In the exhausting strife 
of literary life he was visited by the consumption, 
and for five years he slowly wasted away. The 
Literary Men’s Society provided him with every- 
thing he required, paid his funeral, and sent a 
deputation, headed by the President, M. Em- 
manuel Gonzales, and composed of MM. Michel 
Masson, G. de Lalandelle, Champfleury, Emile de 
Labedoliére, and Constant Gueroult. A farewell 
speech was delivered at the grave by one of his 
co-laborers, M. Paul de Lascaux. But what a 
painful scene does one of these charity funerals 
present? There are a half dozen persons present ; 
the priest runs through the service as if he were 
riding a steeple-chase; there is no music, no in- 
cense—and the pauper’s hearse is at the door!

But it seemed that 
this error, incessantly and upon every occasion in- 
troduced, was too inseparable from the book. Snch 
a frequent reiteration did not seem to be merely a 
defect in composition; and the Academy, in the 
negation of necessary truths, felt they conld not 
possibly reward talents which deny them.” The 
subject for poetry next year is “ Vercingetorix ;” 
for an historical essay is Saint Evremond (“the 
Frenchman who for some time passed as the most 
intellectual man in France, and who, among daz- 
zling geniuses and towards the close of a great age, 
to be followed by a more agitated epoch, had his 
marked individual physiognomy, his shade of 
novelty in his indigenous expression and his cha- 
racter of free judgment”) and a dictionary of the 
language used by Mme. de Sevigné. 

A pastry-cook here, who took it into his head to 
turn collector of curiosities, and who has amassed 
no less than 3500 different portraits of the first 
Napoleon, applied a few days since to the Emperor 
to purchase them. The latter replied that he could 
not do so; the object he sought was to collect ob- 
jects relating to the history of the French Revolu- 
tion. It is incredible what hold this passion of 
collecting curiosities has when once it possesses a 
man. There is an old fellow here who in early 
youth took a fancy for collecting bills of the French 
Comedy. It was a Tartar. It reduced him to 
slavery. It prevented his marrying. It absorbed 
all his income, and a few weeks since it drove him 
from Paris, for the collection now fills so many 
rooms that it would take a considerable income to 
pay its mere house-rent here. He has tried to sell 
it, but can find no purchaser. A great many es- 
tates are annually wasted here by people who hang 
around the auction-rooms disputing trifies abso- 
lutely valueless except in their eyes. There are 
men who live in the obscurest parts of town (where 
rent is comparatively cheap) and content them- 
selves with bread and water to gratify this passion. 

Messrs. Michel Lévy Fréres, upon closing their 
semi annual account with M. Renan on Ist July, 
found that the sale of his “ Life of Jesus” slightly 
exceeded 120,000 copies. The sale still continues. 
It is rumored that M. Sainte-Beuve will be made a 
member of the French Senate on the 13th August; 
this will give him $6000 a year; he has $1000 from 
the College de France, $1000 from the Ecole Nor- 
male, $5200 from “ Le Constitutionnel,” and Messrs. 
Garnier Fréres, Messrs. Didier & Co., and Messrs. 
Hachette & Co. all have books by him which meet 
with continual sale, which must give him a hand- 
some revenue—less, however, than a pastry-cook, 
or a confectioner, or a tailor in vogue here makes 
by baking cakes, or making candy, or fitting clothes.

Allibone’s Dictionary of Au- 
thors, Alger’s Future Life, Lyell’s Antiquity of Man, 
Blackstone, Xc., all high priced books, sold well. 

Lindsay & Blakiston, of Philadelphia, made a re- 
markably good sale; their medical books were in 
great demand. We noticed one book, Cazeaux’s 
Midwifery, duplicated fifty copies or more. 

The prices at this sale were the highest ever paid 
for books in this country. 

While, with one exception, all classes of books 
are in active demand, there is a special inquiry for 
standard works—for the writings of such authors 
as Macaulay, Dickens, Scott, Irving, Prescott, and 
Bulwer. Notwithstanding the recent interest im- 
parted to Thackeray’s reputation by his sudden 
death, his works have not sold remarkably well. 
The “exception,” however, alluded to a few sen- 
tences back, is in war literature. The demand for 
military works—as far, at least, as this trade sale 
is any indicator—has suddenly fallen off. The 
prospect of peace may probably have produved this 
result.

The condition of legal literature, on its scientific 
side, is so deplorably low in England, that Mr. 
Maine and Mr. Austin may perhaps be regarded as 
having made the only recent contributions thereto 
which are worthy of being placed side by side with 
the productions of the students of jurisprudence on 
the Continent. Mr. Austin reviews Law from an 
ethical, Mr. Maine from an historical stand-point. | 
We cannot expect much from English lawyers, for | 
the practical part of their business immerses them 
in “cases,” in the analysis and comparison of which | 
their professional studies mainly if not wholly con- | 
sist. There is nothing to develop original argu- 
mentation, unless in the rare instance where no 
case is found as the exact correspondent or analogue 
of the given facts. Bentham, it is true, came very |

It will receive an impetus from the 
original, learned, and profound work of Mr. Maine, 
which we are glad to see republished by Mr. Scrib- | 
ner, unbound in the bilious-looking sheep which 
seems to be regarded as the inevitable equipment 
of a law book. The author’s chief object, as he 
expresses it, is to indicate some of the earliest ideas 
of mankind, as they are reflected in Ancient Law, 
and to point out the relation of those ideas to modern 
thought. He takes the Roman law as a system 
typical of those early ideas, and draws most of his 
illustrations therefrom, though he does not under- 
take to write a comment on that system. There 
are ten chapters, the respective subjects of which | 
are ancient codes, legal fictions, law of nature and | 
equity, the modern history of the law of nature, | 
primitive society and ancient law, the early history | 
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of testamentary succession, ancient and modern 
ideas respecting wills and successions, the early 
history of property, the early history of contract, 
the early history of delict and crime. The volume 
must not be regarded as, in a technical sense, a legal 
treatise. Its matter possesses a deep interest for 


| every one who would properly investigate the growth 


of society, the relations of its members, and those 

fundamental principles that run through the de- 

velopment of communities, the accurate knowledge 
of which is so important to the well-trained and

richly deserves to be read by all educated thinkers, 

whether they do or do not belong to the legal pro- 
fession.

BIOGRAPHY. 

Life, Times, and Correspondence of James Manning, 
and the Early History of Brown University. By 
Reuben Aldridge Guild. pp. 523. Boston: Gould 
& Lincoln. 

We have here a work of aclass which we always 
welcome with pleasure. It is a new and original 
contribution to the biographical department of our 
literature. It will be received with gratification by 


| the alumni and friends of Brown University, and by 


the denomination to which that venerable institu- 
tion is a source of honorable pride. Three-quarters 


|of a century have elapsed since the death of Dr. 


Manning, and the history of his life is now for the 
first time written. Mr. Guild has devoted himself 
to his labor of love with most commendable assi- 
duity. The volume which he has produced gives 
us not only a complete insight into the character 
and traits of the subject of his sketch, but also 
sheds much collateral light upon the educational, 
literary, social, and even political aspects of the 
early history of the country. The fortunate cireum- 
stance by which the author became possessed of 
the “ Manning Papers,” and the fidelity with which 
he has investigated all sources of information are 


| most interestingly related in the preface. Those who 


are engaged in exploring old trunks, barrels, garrets, 
and storehouses, and such like depositories of an- 
cient manuscripts, should be encouraged by Mr. 
Guild’s success. We are happy again to record an 
instance of a graceful and merited tribute from an 
author to his publisher, for, after enumerating 
several gentlemen to whom he acknowledges his 
obligations, Mr. Guild adds : “The publishers, also, 
Messrs. Gould & Lincoln, deserve grateful mention 
for the interest which they have taken in the pub- 
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lication of the book, the good taste which they have 

displayed in its mechanical execution, and for the 

liberality and promptness with which all their 
arrangements have been made and completed.” 

This pleasant compliment is no less kindly prompted 

than worthily bestowed. We cannot forbear to 

add that the work is not ouly supplied with a very 
copious index, but that each chapter is introduced 
by a full summary of its contents. 

The Days that are Past. By Thomas James Shep- 
herd, Former Pastor of Philadelphia N. L. First 
Presbyterian Church. pp. 191. Philadelphia: 
Lindsay & Blakiston. 

In this volume we have two discourses preached 
by the author in commeworation of the founding 
“The First Presbyterian Church in the Northern 
Liberties” of Philadelphia. A body of local and 
personal sketches is presented which will be found 
extremely interesting as a chapter in the general 
history of church extension in this city, and espe- 
cially attractive to the particular denomination and 
congregation to which they refer. The author is 
the present and fourth pastor. his predecessors 
having been James Patterson, Daniel L. Carroll, 
and Ezra Styles Ely. 

Memoir of Mrs. Caroline P. Keith, Missionary of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church to China. Edited by 
her brother, William C. Tenney. pp. 392. New 
York: D. Appleton & Co. 

The volume consists mostly of letters written by 
the subject of the memoir to her numerous corre- 
spondents. The topics she discusses are chiefly her 
religious experience and her missionary work. 

The Life of Abraham Lincoln, of Illinois. By Henry 
J. Raymond. And The Life of Andrew Johnson, 
of Tennessee. By John Savage. pp. 136. New 
York: Derby & Miller. 

This is a legibly printed campaign volume, in 
which about eighty pages are devoted to Mr. Lin- 
coln and fifty to Mr. Johnson.

POLITICS AND THE WAR. 

The Political History of the United States of America 
during the Great Rebellion, from Nov. 6, 1860, to 
July 4, 1864. By Edward McPherson, Clerk of 
the House of Representatives of the United States. 
pp. 440. Washington, D. C.: Philp & Solo- 
mons. New York: D. Appleton & Co., 1864. 

It is exceedingly difficult to give a correct idea of 
the great value of this book in anything short of 
an elaborate review. The compiler, editor, and 
author—for Mr. McPherson has exhibited in this 
book high claims to all three titles—possesses rare 
facilities and superior qualifications for producing a 
work on the subject he has chosen. The public 
records of the country during the time covered by 
his history were daily and hourly in his hands, 
and under his personal and official notice. He had 
therefore in his laborious undertaking all the great 
advantage of familiar acquaintance with the inside 
history of the subjects set forth in his work. It is 
this knowledge (the absence of which in most 
other works of the kind is sought to be made up 
by imperfect “cramming”) which vitalizes Mr. 
MePherson’s history, and makes it exceedingly 
valuable. The orderly and methodical arrangement 
of the several sections of the book is worthy of high 
praise. Some idea of its scope and the varied na- 
ture of its contents may be gathered from the fol- 
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|lowing condensation of its principal topics: The 

Development of the Secession Movement ; Proceed- 
ings of the Government in relation to Secession 
Movements of States; The Constitutions of the 
United States and “Confederate States” compared ; 
The Administration of Abraham Lincoln; The 
African Slave Trade; The Arrest of Citizens, Sus- 
pension of Habeas Corpus, and Suppression of News- 
papers; Confiscation and Emancipation ; Repeal of 
the Fugitive Slave Laws and the “Contraband” 
question; Legislative Proclamations, Propositions, 
etc., relating to war and peace; Military Interfer- 
ence in Elections ; Reconstruction of States ; Foreign 
Relations ; The Finances ; The Disunion Conspiracy; 
The Rebel Administration; The Political Conven- 
tions of 1864; Miscellaneous matters, papers, 
speeches, etc., of President Lincoln; and an Index 
of twenty-four solid pages. This catalogue, it must 
be observed, is only the condensed expression of 
the contents of the book, as every one of the heads 
named is illustrated by citation of documents, re- 
cords, votes, discussions, names, dates, and full 
particulars of all matters relating to the subject. 
Throughout the book there is evidence of a strong 
effort to be full and impartial, though of course the 
author makes all his observations from the Repub- 
lican stand-point. The library, public or private, 
or the public man, who is without Mr. McPherson’s 
history, will lack one of the most valuable and re- 
‘liable sources of information. 

The American Conflict: A History of the Great Re- 
bellion in the United States of America, 1860-64. 
By Horace Greeley. Vol. Il. pp. 648. Hartford : 
O. D. Case & Co. Chicago: Geo. & C. W. Sher- 
wood. 1864. 

In this beautifully printed and handsomely bound 
volume Mr. Greeley gives us the first part of his 
History of the American Conflict, viz: “ How we 
got into the war for the Union.” The treatment 
of this branch of his subject carries him over wide 
fields both near and remote; from the formation of 
our Constitution to the close of the year 1861; from 
the origin of slavery in ancient times, down through 
its introduction into the American colonies to the 
time when its disturbing effects culminated in our 
civil war. In the course of his narrative he goes 

|over the Missouri Restriction; State Rights; The 

Resolutions of ’98 ; Abolition, its rise and progress ; 

The Pro-Slavery reaction; Texas Annexation; The 

Mexican War and the Wilmot Proviso; The Com- 

promises of 1850; The Kansas Nebraska discussion ; 

Dred Scott case; The Monroe Doctrine and Cuba; 

John Brown’s raid; The Presidential Canvass of 

1860 ; Secession in South Carolina; Attempts at 

| Conciliation by Congress and by the press and peo- 
ple of the North; The Peace Conference ; The Siege 
of Sumter; The Nation’s Response ; and then the 

course of the war through the year 1861. 

Each of the foregoing heads is the subject of a 
chapter, in the course of which Mr. Greeley intro- 
duces biography, history, public records, Congres- 
sional debates, votes, laws, or whatever else con- 
duces to the clear understanding of the subject. 
This is all done in very attractive style, making 
that rare thing in literature, an agreeable book on 
current politics. With many of the chepters (while 
by no means concurring in many of the views of 
the author) we have been as much charmed as 
with similar passages in Benton’s “ Thirty Years’ 
View.’’ Mr. Greeley has the happy faculty, rare in 
political writers, of expressing his thoughts and 
meanings with great clearness. What he intends 
his reader to understand, he puts in the most apt 
phrase to effect his purpose—every point is brought 
out sharp. 

The book is beautifully illustrated with portraits 
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of the eminent or conspicuous men of the time | 

both South and North of the Potomac. Its merits 

and the fame of its author have already given it a | 
large success. 

War Powers under the Constitution of the United | 
States. By William Whiting. Tenth Edition. 
pp. 342. Boston: Little, Brown & Co. | 
Mr. Whiting holds an official relation to the War | 

Department, and in his construction of the war 
powers of the Government he may, therefore, be 
considered as representing the views and opinions 
entertained by the Government itself. His treatise 
contains, we suppose, the best legal argument in | 
behalf of all the powers claimed that has yet been | 
presented. Those lawyers, public men, and citizens 
who agree with him will doubtless be confirmed in 
their position by perusing his book, while those 
who differ from him will find the case of their | 
adversary presented here in its most forcible form. 

The Church and the Rebellion; a Consideration of 
the Rebellion against the Government of the United | 
States, and the Agency of the Church, North and | 
South, in relation thereto. By R. L. Stanton, D.D., 
Professor in the Theological Seminary of the 
Presbyterian Church, Danville, Ky. pp. 562. | 
New York: Derby & Miller. 

Although this volume is written by a professor 
of divinity, it discusses the legal, constitutional, and 
political relations of the war, and the slavery ques- 
tion in particular, quite as fully as it discusses the 
ecclesiastical action of religious bodies. The author’s 
views are in full accord with those of the extreme 
friends of the Administration. 

Gunnery Catechism, as applied to the Service of 
Naval Ordnance; adapted to the latest Official 
Regulations, and approved by the Bureau of Ord- 
nance, Navy Department. By J. D. Brandt, for- 
merly of U S. Navy. pp. 197. New York: D. 
Van Nostrand. 

This is literally a catechism, for it isin the form 
of question and answer. It is condensed in its 
style, though clear, and is accompanied with illus- 
trations. Its small size makes it conveniént and 
portable as a manual. An ingenious diagram ex- | 
hibits to the eye the manner of shifting stations in | 
exercise in order to drill each of the gun’s crew in | 
all the duties. In July last this work, having been 
submitted to the examination of ordnance officers | 
and favorably recommended by them, received the 
formal and official approval of the Ordnance Bureau.

We have here a very fine copy of this standard 
old classic fiction.

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MEDICAL. 

The American Dispensatory. By John King, M.D., 
Professor of Obstetrics and Diseases of Women 
and Children in the Eclectic Medical Institute of 
Cincinnati, &c. Sixth Edition, revised and im- 
proved. 8vo. pp. xii.,1509. Cincinnati: Moore, 
Wilstach & Baldwin. 

This work, now in its sixth edition, will be found 
to contain all the remedies and their modes of pre- 
paration used by the New School of Medicine called 
the “Eclectic.” Part I. is devoted to thé Materia 
Medica, in which the articles are alphabetically 
arranged. Part II. is occupied principally with 
American Eclectic Pharmacy, which department 
will be found particularly full. The appendix con- 
tains the obolescent or mineral poisonous agents, 
mineral waters, &c. The mechanical execution of 
the volume reflects credit upon the publishers. 

A Comprehensive Medical Dictionary: containing 
the Pronunciation, Etymology, and Signification 
of the Terms made use of in Medicine and the 
Kindred Sciences: also an Explanation of the 
Latin Terms and Phrases occurring in Anatomy, 
Pharmacy, etc., together with the Necessary 
Directions for Writing Latin Prescriptions. By J, 
Thomas, M.D. pp. 704. Philadelphia: J. B. 
Lippincott & Co. 

We have here a very useful and compendions 
dictionary of medicine and its cognate studies. It 
is not, like the excellent and elaborate work of Dr. 
Dunglison, addressed to those who have some 
knowledge of the subject, but is more brief and 
elementary, and is adapted to those who are just 
entering upon the threshold of their studies. The 
etymology of the words is carefully given, and the 
pronunciation in all cases clearly marked. It will 
also serve as an admirable handbook for general 
scholars who need a manual of the significations of 
medical terms. The typography and binding, and, 
indeed, the entire look of the volume, are extremely 
neat.

Mr. Abbott was a pioneer in the department of
